THE U.ULWAV. 

Hun. Mr. Walkoni uniKiunciMl tn the 
House that ho liad thi.s iiKirn.ii]:; riictfivud 
utolugram fromOttawu, dated tlio Iftth iii.sl. , 
informing him tluit tho railway policy 
would bo explained on Saturday (to-day) 
and that the Dominion Uovemment would 
in tho courso of a day or two make tho 
Provincial Oovemuiont aci{uaiiited with 
its details. (Hear, hear.) 

ORAVINO UOI'K. 

Mr. Ash asked that tho Hnu.st- protood 
to discuss the .Medical Ordinance Hill. 

Hon. Mr. \\'alkeni objected. Ho wius 
willing to proceed with the ordora of tho 
day, tho first of wliich wa.s the third read- 
ing of the Graving Dock I5ill. 

xMr. .-\.sh complained tliat lio had had no 
opportunity afforded him of. giving notice 
of an amendment he desired to mnko to 
tho Bill giving tho Ciuvernnient further 
powers. Two days' notice wa« necessary 
and the Eill had only passed through 
Committee just before the House rose 
last evening. 

Mr. Walkein ropliod thi't tlio llou.so 
had yesterday ordered that the Bill bo 
read a third time tr-day. Tho member 
for Comox if lie liked could move to re- 
scind that order, but ho could not be per- 
mitted to ignore it. 

Mr. Ash coiitende I tha.t there «;i.s no 
necessity for pu.shini; the Bill through its 
final stages with undue ha.ste. He thought 
it oftly reasonable that tho leader of the 
Government should postpone its third 
reading until Tuesday next and ho would 
move an ainouJuient to that eft'cct. 

Hon. Mr. \Valkoni objected. Tlio Clov- 
ernmeiit desired the pass.igQ of no amend- 
ment to give tliem further powcm and ho 
was sum even if they did tlie House would 
not sanction any snch thing. 

Mr. "Mara said as a matter uf ci>iirto.Hy 
the Government ought to postpone tlie 
third reading, 

Mr. Vernon romiadi il t!ie Govornmont 
of tho fact that tho Opposition had it in 
thnir powoj- to dola/ the tiiird reading hy 
talkinsi again.st tim J, a.s occupaiu.s of the 
Tre.%3ury benches l;aJ done .sovorid soh- 
sions iv'o. 

Mr. ^^^alkom- C/o ahead. Talk ugain.sl 
time. That'.i your privilege. 

Mr. \\ illianib--- Yes; gi/ ahe.'ul. We 
ain't in any hurry. 

Mr. Vornon dii not wish to be offen- 
sive to the HoH8<! or delay the businesM, 
but he thought cho Ciovornmi^nt should 
concede the postiinnoment of tho thirtl 
reading of a Bill whieli might bo uiater- 
ially afTectod by tho policy uf the Domin- 
ion Govermaciit, the announcement of 
which was hourly expected. Tho hon. 
gentleman continueil at some length to 
refer to the drytlock andatated that it was 
not the wish of any member of tho Oppo- 
sition to .SO" Work on it .stop short. In- 
deed, tho Opposition woru mo.sL anxious 
to see it carried on tn siiciTs.st'ul (Minple- 1 
tion. He did not, luiwovor, wi.sli to see i 
any fu. chor portion of the Provincial re- 
venue expended on tho work and ho pre- 
dicted that tho 8'250,0O0 would only bo 
obtained fro.n Canada as a loan, the in- 
tereat of 5 per cent, on which would be 
deducted from the annual subsidy. 

On tlio nucstiou being put the amend- 
ment was rejected, and after further ile- 
bate the Rill passed. 

MI NICIPALITV UlLL. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon moved tho .second 
reading of the Miiuici[ialify Amciidinent 
Bill (-4;!) whieli he .said was intrnduced to 
give to municipalities tlio power to pass 
bylaws to regulate the construction and 
occupation of dwelling ami lodging houses, 
tlio promotion of cleanliness, ventilation 
and sanitary measures (ge nerally, and the 
construction and alteration of sidewalks. 

The motion was carried and tho bill 
committed with ..Mr. ^jaul in tho chair. 

The bill amends tho JMuiii.ipality .\ct, 
1872, by giving iminicii)alities power to 
enact bylavvs for regulating tho oonatrue- 
tion of dwolliHg-hi)uscs and lodging-houucs 
and for fixing and from time to time vary- 
ing the numljcr of persons who may oc- 
cupy or be received in such dwelling 
houses or lodging liouses. 

Hon. Mr. Ueavon said tho sub-section 
was intended to bring tho pestilential 
houses of tho Chinese under the control 
of the riiunicipalitics. 

Mr. Evans thought tho section would 
give a corporation power to interfere witli 
tho erection and occupation of any dwel- 
ling, although that might not bo the in- 
tention of the hon. introducer. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said it -was not likely 
luunicipalitieR would abuse the power. It 
was necessary to adopt tho language used 
to avoid class legislation. 

The aub-section passed. Other sub-.scc- 
tions give power to pass bylaws for pro- 
moting cleanliness; for giving notices and 
taking precautions against tho spread of 
infectious disease; for tho well ordering 
of houses and for prescribing sanitary 
conditions to bo complied with by per- 
sons lotting or occupying duelling and 
lodging houses; and for prohibiting tlio 
letting of Bueh houses unless the regula- 
tions prescribed are complied with. 

These sections passed without debate. 

Section 52 — For ordering' the construc- 
tion or alteration of any sidewalk by the 
owner of any land abutting upon any 
street. 

Mr. Ash thought tho maiutontincc of 
tho sidowfllka should bo undertaken by 
corporations' aril?, that a special sidewalk 
rate should bo levied. Tho streets were 
public property from the lines of lots on 
^one side to tho lines of those on tho other. 

lion. Mr. Beavcn said tliat under ox- 
iating circumstances tho Oorporation 
could not compel a property-o\raer to lay 
domi a sideiralk in front of hia lots. 



Mr. Williams was oppc.scd to increased 
taxation for sidewalks. 

Mr. Drummond could see additional 
taxation looming up in tho distance. 
Why should the Corporation have power 
tu order him to liiy a patent stone aide- 
walk in front of his property at his ex- 
pense. (Laughter). Tho petition of one- 
half tho resident owners was all tho poiv- 
or tho corporation should have to lay a 
sidewalk on any street. A petition of 
two-thinls was "the necessary authority 
now. 

Mr. Mc( iillivray said frmn ob."orvations 
sinco ho had been in tho city ho thought 
the provision was necestary. Tho side- 
walks were rattletraps and it was danger- 
ous for strangers to go out after dark. 

jSIr. \\'il3oii said ho did not apprehend 
that t)ie City Council of Victoria woldd 
abuse tho power iiroposcd to bo given. 
Mo did not .see why property owners 
should not liavi' to jiay their fair share 
of tho expense of laying out tho walks, 
but it was now impossible to compel 
thorn to do so. Tho clause was therefore 
necessary. 

Tho .section pasiied, as did suh.senuont 
sections aathorizing tho pas.sage of by- 
laws for assessing and levying special 
side-walk rates and the recovery of the 
same. 

Tho bill was then reported complete 
and read a third time. 

.U DICIAL ni.STRICT H1M,. 

Hon. jNIr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of this bill which ho said was 
necessary to cany out the provisions of 
tho bill for the Hotter Administration of 
.Iiistico, bS7S. Under that -Act two ad- 
ditional Judges of tho .Supreme Court 
were to l>o a])pointcd, making live in ali, 
«lio wmild ilischar^e tho duties now jier- 
formed by the (.'uiuity Court Judges, wiio 
would in accordance with arraiigemont lui 
poiisiohod on retircniotit. Tho bill lie- 
fore the House would indicate the sec- 
tions of the I'rovinco in wliicli tho .Su- 
premo Court .fudges shall reside and dis- 
charge their duties. He did not think 
that any member of the profession in 
this Province would aspire to the appoint- 
ment of Judges, and ho thought in tlio 
interests of Uio public it would be well if 
now blood were introduced. One of tlie 
threo .Judges to bo assigned to the maiu- 
lantl woiilil bo roiiuireel to resiile at New 
Westminster, one in the town of Clinton 
and uno in the town of HarkerviUo. oS'ot- 
»dtli.standing that their residences were 
designated their services would bo at the 
call of the public. 

Mr. Mara could not approve of tho bill. 
A large portion of Yule district was left 
out of consideration. In British Colum- 
bia populations shift r.tpidly and the mea- 
sure shoidil 1)0 so worded as to leave the 
Judge the clioico of the place where he 
would reside. The Uovornment oould al- 
ways direct a chango of residence if no- 
ees.sary. Einiiieut lawyers who are resid- 
ing in cities will refuiie to reside in tiie 
interior of the Mainland. To secure their 
services they should have permission to 
select the places whore they may wish to 
reside in the district. 

Tho Bill was road a second time and 
couiniitted, Mr. E. Brown in the Chair. 

Clause 1. —Fixing the boundaries of 
judicial districts. 

There was some discussion witli refer- 
ence to changes in the boundaries ami 
Mr. VVilstm rose several times to speak. 

Mr. Vernon— pointing at tho hon. gen- 
tloiuan — said he imitated Jack-in-the-box, 
up and down every .second minute. (Laugh- 
ter. ) 

Air. (iallaglier lliousjlit there ought to 
be a clause in the Bill directing a Judge 
to visit Cassiar and Kootenay annually. 
There wore two J. P. '« there at present, 
but they were like chips in purriclgc. (A 
\'oico — That moans tliey aro of no ac- 
count.) They could notdoanything. There 
is a constable also, but ho is like the J. P. 'a 
(Laui,ditpr,) I'ho f iovoninieiit .should give 
power to aoinebody there to act xs Gold 
Coninii.ssioner at all events. 

Tho clause, with slight amenihnents, 
passed. 

Clause 2- Fixing vesidenccs of the 
Judges. 

Mr. Mara would suggest an improve- 
ment; and moved that tho Judges be per- 
mitted to choose where thoy would resitle 
in tho districts of the ISIainland. 

Mr. NValkeni thought the places named 
were the proper places. 

.Mr. Ash thought it w;u dnubtful whe- 
ther this House had the power to tix the 
places where the Judges should reside. 

Mr. Walkem - Sir John Mactlonald in- 
formed mo that wo have complete control 
over the Judges. We shall never have a 
satiafactorv arratigement hero until the 
places of their residence are fixod. 

Mr. Kvaiis would insist on having I'lio 
of the .Judges at Barkorville as it was tho 
capital of Caribuo District. He thought 
Clinton was also a proper place for a 
Judge. There was a i^nod court-house 
there. 

Mr. Srnitho thought the Judges should 
have ])crmission to reside whore they 
wislied in their districts. Nanaimo is an 
important town, and had been accustfim- 
ed to have the services of a resident Coun- 
ty Court Judge ever sincu Cunfoderation, 
and now he prosuiugd the two Judges 
provided under the new Act for Vancou- 
ver would reside at Victoria and Nanaimo 
wotild have to bo contented with a pe- 
riodical visit of one of thoin. This might 
be considered a stvp backward for Nanai- 
mo, and when it was renictnbered that 
that U)\\n \v:iH deiolnpiiig faster than any 
ot her (;thor ill the I'roviuce, he thought 
some explanation from the Premier was 
nccos.saiy. Why, lie would ask, had the 
.Judges' residences been designated in this 
clause for the Mninhmd and not for the 
Island? There might bo good reason, 
but it should bo given. (Hear.) Ho 
thought Nanainio'a claim for a resident 
Judge were strong and as that was not 
provided for the House and tho people of 
Nanaimo were nntitlod to he at least told 
why an occasional flying visit of .a Judge 
should bo considered sufliciont for that 
thriving town when places of less 
importance at present wore to have resi- 
dent Judges. 

Mr. Mara did not think Clinton was 
entitled to be called the "County Town" 
of that District. His object in moving 
the amendment was to reiaovoat leaat ono 
objection that legal gentlemen might have 
and that was to fixed residences on the 
Mainland. 

Mr. Mara's amendment was put and 
lust. 

The other clauses passed without dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Mara reminded tho Attornoy-Gen- 
eral that he promised to extend the ju- 
risdiction of County Ccurl Judges from 
§500 to 81000. 

Mr. Walkem said such a clauso could 
not be inserted in this BilL 

Tho Bill was read a third time and pass- 
ed. 

The House adjourneil until 2 o'clock on 
Monday.
